Fg the 25th of March; 1625, KingCn4 RI Es I. 
| fwcceeded King James I. and the Duke of Bucks 
ingham continued in great Favour and Intimacy with 
him. The King was ſoon after married to HENRIETT & 
MARIA, the King of France's Daughter, and —_ 
ham was ſent to Conduct her to England. On the 280 h 
of June, the Parliament met. The King in his Speech 
mentioned the War for recovery of the Palatinate, in 
which the laſt Parliament had engaged his Father; and 
preſs d for Supplies to enable him to carry it on. On, 
the other Hand, the Commons inſiſted that Grievances 
ſhou'd be redreſſed, and an Account given, how the laſt 
Subſidies were expended. þ PS

The King, Senſible that the Diſcontents of his Sub- 

3 encreaſed, called a new Parliament; and to render 
bimſelf the more Acceptable to them, he reſolved not to 
rotect Montague any longer; (to the prone regred of 
iſhop Laud,) and commanded the Biſhops to proſe 
cute Papiſts, andz in order to prevent Sir John Elliot, 
and ſome others of the moſt active Men among them 
from being Choſen, they were appointed Sheriſſs.

This was thought to proceed from the Advice of Pe- 
pid Councellors, and calculated to create a Breach be- 
tween: the King and his Parliament: The Houſe of 
ont therefore mentioned the Duke of Buckingham, 
as the chief Cauſe of all the public Miſcarriages. Doctor 
Turner propoſed; a Queſtion, whether he might not be 
accuſed on common Fame; and Mr. Clement Cooke had 
ſaid upon a former Occaſion, that it was better to die 5 
by an Enemy abroad than ſuffer at home.

The Marſhal of Middleſex ſhewed,. by a Petition ta

that after two'Years 338 he might be brought to 
his Trial in Parlament. The Lords addreſſed the King 
that the Earl might have his Writ, which was granted z 
but at the fame Time a Letter Miſſive was ſent to him, 
by the Lord Keeper, ſignifying his Majeſty's Pleaſure,

The Strength of his Anſwer lay in his appealing to 
the Knowledge of the King, and to his, and his Fa- 
ther's particular Direction, in moſt of the Things charg- 
ed upon him, with his Obedience thereto, and following 
the Advice of the Council. 1 


He denyed the getting [20,000 from the Earl of 
Mancheſter, or £10,000 from the Eaſt India Company, 
* ſaid, that the King got the ſaid Sums, and that the 


arl of Mancheſter, received Satisfaction out of the 


| King's Lands, and that the Z6000. was given by the 
King to Sir Henry Mildmay. —He abſolutely denyed that 

he gave the Plaiſter or Potion to King James : But 
ſaid, That the King, knowing that the Duke had 
& been cured of an Ague, by a Plaiſter, and a Drink, 
& deſired to have them, and that he took them in the 
« preſence of ſome of his Phyſicians.” He concluded 
by praying the Benefit of King James's Pardon, and 
that of his preſent Majeſty at his Coronation. 


The King ſent to the Commons to quicken them
